Mr. G. C. Wharton Secretary 
and Treasurer of the Springfield 
Graded' School has made his 
annual report of the condition 
of the school and gives some in¬ 
teresting figures and facts. . 

The repert is made for the 
year ending .July 1st, 1906, and 
contains an itemized statement 
of the receipts and expenditures 
for the year besides other facts. 
The number of children of the 
school uge in the district is 
given at 4t>8, the number of 
pupils enrolled d-as 407 and the 
average attendance for the year 
was 322. It is figured that the 
expense tor the tuition of each 
pupil is $20 for the session. The 
number of non-resident pupils 
during the session was 50.

Tbe two federal grand juries which 
bad been investigating gburges against 
the Standard Oil company at Chicago 
returned ten Indictments, including 
0.428 counts, alleging violation of tbe 
Elkins law. Should tbe trust be found 
guilty on all of these counts, tbe total 
sum of which might be Imposed as 
fines would amount to 1125,560,000.

Nsw Army Identification Plan. 

Hereafter every man In tbe military 
service of tbe United States will have 
his thumb print taken and filed with 
the record# of his enlistment, so that 
there may be no mistake tn bis Identi¬ 
fication whether dead or alive. The 
impression of different fingers will 
also be taken, so that tbe lost of a 
thumb wonld not abut off means of 
Identification. This system has been 
adopted on recommendation of a board 
appointed by Acting Secretary Ains¬ 
worth. The board fouud that the 
chances of finger prints of two persons 
being alike was one In 64,000.000,000. 
The system will also be employed for 
the detection of deserters and to pre¬ 
vent fraudulent Indorsements.

An apparatus for measuring the sev- 
enty millionth pdrt of an inch ha* 
been mnde by Dr. P. Shaw of Notting¬ 
ham university.

It works upon 
the principle of electric tonch nnd con¬ 
sists of a fine micrometer screw nnd 
six levers. The apparatus Is so sensi¬ 
tive and delicate that It is Impossible 
to manipulate it before an audience. 
It Is hung by rubber bands, covered 
with thick felt, and must lie worked at 
dead of night, when there Is no traffic 
or factory working. The smallest dis¬ 
tance that this mechanism measures Is 
about the distance between a solid and 
a liquid molecule. Dr. Shaw's inven¬ 
tion was first made in 1000. but It* 
great Improvement of late has made 
It tbe wonder of physicists throughout 
the world.
